other State or States, or to employ such

Whereas, Ihe Legislature of said Sl.itc 


s not now in session and cannot be con- 
vened in time to meet the present ciner- 
gcn«y and the Executive of said State un- 
der Section 4 of Article IV of the Consti- 
tution and laws passed in pursuance there- 
of, has therefore made due application to 
me in the premises for such part cf .the 
uilitary force of thc United States as may

of affairs in South Carolina there is a pos- 
sibility that the proclamation of the Presi- 
dent of this date may be disregarded.' To 
provide agaiust such a contingency yon 
will immediately order tljc available force 
iu thc Military Division ol the Atlantic to 
report to Geu. Kugcr, commanding at Co-" 
luinbia, S.-C., and instruct that office- to 
station his troops In .such localities that 
they may be most speedily and efl'ectually 
used in case of resistance to the authority 
of tbe United Suites. 


It Is hoped that a collision, may thus be 


avoided, but you will instruct Gen. Eu»er 
to let it be known that it is the fixed pur- 
pose of Ihe Government to carry out tue 
spirit of the proclamation and to sustain it 
by the military force of tbe General Gov- 
ernment, supplemented, if necessary, bv 
the militia of thc various States.
